The only technical feature linking the 
inventions is a method of screening a substance for activity in the CNS, which is not a contribution over 
the prior art (see Langheinrich, 2003, Bioessays, Vol.25, pages 904-912). There is no special technical 
feature common to each group because the special technical feature of each group resides in its own 
sequence. 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
